Swimming Pool Bond

Generally speaking is it easy 
to get a larpe percentage of 
the citizens of Torrance to agree 
that Torrance would he hene- 
fitted by having a swimming 
pool in the city. These same 
people will agree that a swim­ 
ming pool provides real benefits. 
However, It is not easy to con­ 
vince them that they should 
put forth the effort required to 
see such a project through to 
a successful conclusion.

The last time the swimming 
pool bond issue was placed on 
the ballot, it was defeated » by 
less than 200 votes. Nearly two 
thirds of the voters were in fa­ 
vor of the bond issue. Those 
two hundred voters must be 
convinced of the following need 
for A swimming pool in Tor­ 
rance.

3. To provide sound healthful 
recreation for children and 
grown ups alike;

2. To promote the general 
well being of all;

3. To teach youngsters and 
grown-ups how to swim for 
self-protection;

4. To keep children occupied 
in the wholesome Xun of swim­ 
ming.

If the citi/ens of Torrance 
who believe in the need for a 
swimming pool in Torrance will 
work to convince others-of this 
need, the bond issue will be 
passed.

However, if no one takes the 
initiative in promoting the 
swimming pool, it will be de­ 
feated again. There must be 
support all over Torrance in 
support of the pool.

This means that the differ­ 
ent sections of Torrance must 
join together to secure a swim­ 
ming pool, centrally located in

the city and handy to all. Each 
area must realize that in order 
to secure a swimming pool in 
town, they must join forces or 
the pool will be defeated and 
the real need outlined above will 
not he met.
